DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 4/28/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Amendment submitted by Applicant does not overcome the rejection 
made by Examiner in the last Office action. 

Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee 

etal. 

The rejection is maintained for the reasons as stated in the last Office action and for the 
following reasons: 

Applicant's arguments are based on different types of oxidants and the reference does 
not disclose the use of a phase transfer catalyst. 

Note that the reference does disclose various oxidants in Table 1 and how to effect the 
conductivity of the product. Though reference does not disclose specific transition metal 
oxidant, as now amended, the claimed oxidants and the oxidants from the reference 
have the same functionality to form the same or similar product having the claimed 
formulae (l-IV) then one can replace another. 

Further, in the absence of a phase transfer catalyst, the product of the reference still be 
formed without any problems. Therefore, it is not required for the reasons as stated in 
the last Office action. 

Claims 2-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by DE 
19841804.(CA 2343444) 
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The rejection is maintained for the reason as stated in the last Office action and for the 
following reasons: 

Applicant argues that the reference does not disclose the monomer residue 
corresponding to Applicants' formula III. 

Note that the reference does disclose the claimed formula II in that claim 2 requires 
either formula II or formula III. Therefore, either one is required but not both. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over CA 
2343444. 

The reference discloses structural units of the formula (la) or (lb), corresponding 
to the claimed formula II in that R5 and R6 are hydrogen. Note that the claimed formula 
III is another form of the formula II in that two hydrogen R5 and R6 have been removed 
to form ethylenic unsaturation in the carbon chain bridging the two oxygen s of the dioxy 
ring since the formula III is more stable than the claimed formula II under heat condition. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action.
